The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shaU set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the written 
description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the 
inventor(s), at die time the application was filed, had possession of die claimed invention. The original 
application does not include an embodiment wherein die recessed portion starts around the fi-ee edge of 
the hinged lid and terminates at a portion of the side wall on the side of the fl:ee edge, die horizontal 
strip is located within the outside shape of die container body so that the horizontal strip is on a plane 
below the upper wall and the operating device is removable fi'om the container body.
